table 19norance, and are deRtirute of able, Faithfull Teachers - And 
ſeeing too many that.are inſufficient, .gegligentz or ſcandalous, are 
ever the Flocks ( not meaning this as an accuſation of any that are 
not guilty, nor a diſhonourable RefleQion on any party, much leſs 
on the whole Church ) we take this opportunity "earneſt _ ko be- 
ſeech you,that yqu,will contribute your indeavours to the Remoyal 
"of thoſe that are the. ſhame and burdens of the Churches; and to the 
Reftauration of ſuch as may be an honour and bleſſing to them, And 
to that end, that it be not imputed. to themas their unpardonable 
Crime,that they were born in an Age and Country which required 
Ordination by Parochial Paſtours, without Diocefans: And that Re- 
ordinatign (whether abſolute or hyporherical) be not made neceſ- 
fary to the future exerciſe of their Miniſtry, But that an Univerſal

I 4..)Is it not for matter and'phraſe at leaft as agreeable to: the holy 
| Scriptures ? Tf ſo, we beſeech you ſuffer us to uſe it, who ſeek 
nothing by it, bur to worſhip God as neer as we can, according to 
his will, who is jealous- inthe 'matters of his worſhip, If indeed 
yours have more of ftrength, and ours of weakneſs, yet let not Fa- 
thers'caſt the children from the Houſe of God, becauſe ney are ſick 
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or weak, and need the more Compaſſion ; let not our Phyhcians re- 
ſolve their Patients ſhall all be famiſhed, or caft' off, whoſe tem- 
perature and appetites cannot agree to feed on' the Tame dith, with- 
the ſame preparation and ſauce, He that thrice charged Peter as 
he loved him, to feed his Lambs and Sheep, did never think of 
charging him to deny them. food, or turn them out of his fold or 
forbid all others to feed them, unlefſe they could digeſt ſuch forms 
and ceremonies, and ſuperſcriptions as ours. 

2, May we preſume to mind you, that the Lord of the Harveſt 
hath commanded us to pray that more Labourers may te ſent into 
the Haryc(t, (For ſtill proportionably the Harveſt is great, and 
the Labonrers are few ) CAZat,'g. 37. And that the Lord hath not 
furniſhed rhem with his gifts in yain, "nor lighted theſe Candles to 
put under a Buſhel, bur to be ſet on a Candleſtick, that they

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may giye light to all that are in the houſe, Mat 5.1 5.And that there 
are few Nations under the Heayens of God, as far as we. .can learn, 


' thathavye more able, holy, fairhful, laborious and truely peaceable 
Preachers of the Goſpel ( proportionably ) than thoſe are that are 


now. caſt out in Exgland,and are lik in England,Scotland, & Tre. 
land, to be caft out, if the old Conformity be urged, This witneſs 
is true, which in. Judgeinent we bear, -and muſt record againſt all 
the reproaches of uncharitableneſs, which the Juſtifter of the Righ- 
teous at this day will effectually confute, We therefore beſeech you, 
that when thouſands of ſouls are ready to, famiſh for want of the 
bread of Life, and thouſands more are grieyed for the'EjeCtion of 
their faithfull Guides, the Labourers may not be kept out, upon the 
account of ſuch Forms or Ceremonies,or Re-ordination;at leaſt till 
youthave enow as fit as they to ſupply their places, and then we 
allgever pctition you for them more, | 

3? And we beſecech you conſider when you ſhould promote the 
Joy and thankfulneſs of His Majeſties Subjects for his happy Reſtau- 
ration., whether it be equal and ſeaſonable to. bring upon ſo 
many-of them ſo great calamitics as the change of able, fairhfull 
Miniſters, for ſuch as they cannot comfortably commit the condut 
of their ſouls to, and the depriving them of the Liberty of the Pub- 
lick Worſhip; calamitics far greater then the meer loſs of all rheir 
worldly ſubſtance can amount to : In a day of Common Joy to 
bring this cauſeleſly on ſo many of His Majeftics Subjects,. and to 
force them to lie down in heart-breaking-ſorrows, as. being-almoſt 
as far undone, as Man can do it; this is not a due requital of the 
Lord for ſo great deliverances : Eſpecially conſidering, that if. it 
were neyer ſo certain,that it is the fin of the Miniſters that dare not 
be Re-ordained, or conform ; its hard that ſo many thouſand in- 
__ people ſhould ſuffer eyen in their.ſouls for the faults of 0- 
rners, 

4. And if we thought. it would not be miſinterpreted, we 
wauld here remember you, how great and conſidzrable a part of the 
three Nations they ares that muſt.cither incuc theſe ſufferings, or 
condole them that. undergo them ; and how xreat a grief it will be 
to His Majeſty, to ſce his grieved ſubjects ; Ea .how great a joy it 
will te to hin, to have their. hearty thanks and prayers, and Tce 
them live in proſperity, peace = comfort under his moſt happy 
Goyernmenc, 

5. And we may plead the nature of their cauſe, to moye you to 
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compaſſionate your poor afflicted Brechren in their ſufferings.Ir is,in 
your ewn account, but for refuſing Conformity to things indifferent, 
or at the moſt, of no neceſſity-co ſalyation, Tr is inthe: account for 
the ſake of Chriſt, becauſe they dare not conſent to that which t 
Judge to. be an uſitrpation of his Kingly power, and-ah accuſation of 
his Laws: as inſufficient , and becauſe they dape © not - be guilty 'of 
addition to, or dimimition of his Worſhip; or 'of worthipping him 
after any other Law, :hzn that by which they muſt be judged , or 
or ſuch as meerly ſubordinate.to that, Suppoſe: they be miſtaken 
in. thinking the things to beſo diſpleaſing ro God ; yet it is com- 
mendable in'them to be fearfull.of diſpleafing him, and carefull to 
obey him ; a diſpoſition neceſſary to all 'that will be ſaved , and 


therefore -to be loved and cheriſhed in them by the Paſtors of the 
Church ; who ſhould be very tender of putting chem to ſuffering , 


or caſting them out of the Church , becauſe they dare not do that ' 


which they judge to be ſo great a fin againſt the Lord, noon bien. 


damnation to themſelves, Should' not the loye of Chriſt conuman 

us to be tender of thoſe, that ate ſo tender of his honour,and to take 
heed what we doe to men for taking heed of fin, and being afraid 
to offend the Lordzand ſhould not the ſpecial love of Chriſtans,and 
the common loye of men, command us, to be loath to drive men by 
penalties, upon that which they judge doth tend to their everlaſting 
damnation; and which indeed doth tend to it, becauſe they judge it 
ſa to do ; For he that will do that which he thinks to be ſo great 
a ſin as is before deſcribed, to pleaſe men, or to eſcape thir puniſh- 


- ment, no doubt deſeryeth the wrath of God, and ſhould we not 


be loath to. driye men upon fin and condemnation , though we 
were (ure that their own infirmity is the occaſion, TF ir be ſaid,thar 
by this Rale nothing ſhall be commanded, if men will but ſcruple | 
it, We anſwer, Things in themſelves neceſſary, or commanded by 
God, muſt - be commanded by man, becauſe ſcruples make: them 
not unneceſſary, and make not void the Laws of God, and it will 
be a ſin even t9 the ſcrupulous to diſobey : But things diſpenſible,. 


and of themſelves unneceffary, ſhould not be rigorouſly urged up- 


on him to whom they would be a fin, and cauſe of condemnatioh, 
Ic is in caſe of things indifferent in your 'own judgement, :that we 
now ſpeak, If it be ſaid, that ic is humour, pride, or lingularity, or 
pecviſhneile, or faCtion, and not true tendernefle of conicience that 
cauſeth the dovbts, or non-conformity of theſe mien, We antwer, 
ſuch crimes muſt” be a8:2nod foncely on the: Individuals , gre

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. themſelyes!/For what wan kyoweth the things of 4 man,{ ave rhe fo 
-rit of a-marn, which is in hips ;. x Cor,2,11., And they arc ready to 
: appeal ta the:dreadful God, the, ſearcher of hearts, and the hater 
-of Hypocrifie, that if it, were not for fear of finning, againſt him, 
and wounding their conſciences,. and hazarding, and hindering 

their ſalvation, , they would readily obey. you in all theſe things; 
That: it1is cheir fear of. fin and damnation that is their Inipediment, 

: they. are ready to give you all the aſſurance, that man can give by 

- the ſolemne(t profeſſions, or by oath if jaltly called to it, 
-And one would think that a little Charity niight ſuffice to enable 
; you to belieye them, when their non-compliance brings them un- 
der ſuffering, and their compliance, is the viſible way to favour ; 
ſafety,and proſperity in the world, And if men that thus appeal to 
God: concerning the intention of their own hearts, cannot be be- 
lieved, even when the State of their worldly intercſt. bzars, winneſs 
to their. profeſſions, but another ſhall Rep into the Throne of the 
h:a:t-ſcarching God, and ſay [It is not as they ſay, or ſwear, It 
1s not conſcience, but obſtinacy or fingularity | all humane con- 
verſe upon theſe-terms will be overthrown : And what remedy 
have they, but patiently to wait, till God that they have Appealed 
to, ſhall decide the doubt, and ſhew who were & Afﬀertours of 

t uth or falſhood. | 

6. And we craye leaye to repreſent to you the great diſproporti- 
on, in neceſlity and worth, between the things in queſtion, and 
theſalyation of ſo many, as may be obtaincd by the, free and 
faithful exerciſe of the. Miniſtery, of thoſe that now ar2, and that 
are yet like to be laid aſide ; Do you think the Lord that dicd for 
ſouls,and hath ſent us to learn what that meaneth|/ w:/l have mercy- 
and not ſacrifice, Mat.9.13.] is better pleaſed wich Re-oraination, 
Subſcription and Ceremonies, then with the ſaving of ſouls, by 
the means of his own appointment : IF it be ſaid that Publick ; 
er 
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der add peace and cBncofd ds preriote the (afyationt of rrany; and 
theefore Are'to be preferred before the falvation of fewer, We 

anſxer, Concord in holy obediefite ro God doth inderd promote 
re fat of all thar ecertairy it ; but Concord in Ceremonies, 
or Re-ordination, or .Oaths of obediefce ts Diocefans, or in your 
queſtioned particular forms of Prayer, do fieither im their nature, 
or by vertue of afiy-proifiiſe 65 God, fo mich conduce to mens 
fafyation ; as the preaching of the Goſpel doth, by able Fairhfull 
and laborious Minifters. And how comes it to paſs that unity, con- 
cord and order milt be placed in thoſe things, which are no way 
neceſſary thereto ! Will there hot be ordet and concord in Holy 
obedience and acceptable worſhipping of God, on the rerms which 
we now propoſe. and craye, without the foreſaid matter of of. 
Fence > We here [hew you that we are no Enemies. to order, and 
our long importunity for the means of concotd, doth ſhew that we 
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are not enemies to concard, Ee | 
IF it be ſaid, that other men that will conform to the things in - 
queſtion may convert and {aye ſouls better than thoſe that are faQi- 
ous and difobedient : We fifft humbly crave that reproach may 
not be added to :fiftion, and that nohe may be called faEtious 
that are not proved ſuch ; and that Laws impoſing things indiffe- 
Tent in your judgement, and finfull in theirs, may not be made 
the rule to judge of fation : But that men who live inoffenfive- 
ly under civil Government, and in matters of Faith and Worſhip, 
{ubſEribe to all containcd ia the holy Scriptures ; and indeayour to 
Jrongee Univerſal Peace and Charity on theſe terms, may nor 
e made offenders by the making of Laws and Canons, that muſt 
force them to be ſuch : Conſequently Daxiel was an offender that 
would not forbearpraying openly by the ſpace of thirty dayes, Burt 
antecedently to that Law, he was confefled juſt, by them that 
faid [We ſhall not finde any oceafion againit this Daniel, except we- 
finde it againFt him concerning the Law of his God|Dan,6.5,7,10. 

The Law which he muſt break was made to make him a breaker of 
that Law :take away that law and take away his fault, We accuſe 
none of the like intentions, but we mult ſay, that it is eafie to make 
any man an offendet,by niaking laws which his conſcience will not 
allow him to obſerye, and its as cafie to make that ſame man ceaſe 
to ſeem diſobedient, obſtinate, or fa&ious, without any change at 
all in him, by taking down ſuch'needleſs Laws, We may again 
remember you what Chriſt.a ſecond time doth preſs, Fat, 12.7. 
[ But 
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[But if Je had known what this meaneth, I will have mercy , and. 

wot ſacrifice, ye would. not have condenoned the guiltleſſe.] 
And next, to the reſt of, the objeStion,, we anſwer ; That ſad ex- 

I tells the world.,. that if the Miniſters that. we are pleading 
r , be laid aſide, there are not competent men n cough to my lie 


_ Miniſters Are not to The We witn the nl 5h of their deſires in 


their Own words , nor ſo much as to chuſe which Chapter-to read , 

as well-as which Text to'preach on , to their Auditours, becauſe 

we ſhallhave Miniſters ſo weak, as to be unfit far ſuch a ruſt: And 

men tha: are not wiſe cnough for ſo eafie a 'patt of their duty, as 

to chooſe fir portions of Scriptureto read are unlikely to afford an 
equall afſiftance tothe ſalyation of the propl inſtead of the labours 
of ſuch as we are ſpeaking for, 

'7 And it muſt be remembred that in our Ordination, we muſt 
 profeſſe that | we are perſwaded that the Holy Scriptures contaih 
ſufficiently all DoQrine,, required of neceſſity for etetnall ſalyati- 
on, &c.] and that we will teach or-maintain nothing as required 
of neccliity to eternall falyation, but that which we axe perſwaded

I, That ſmaller things muſt not bee impoſed [by unproportiona- 
ble penalties. | 

2, That though the Church may prefer a ſober , peactable 
Preacher before one that is Schiſmatical and unpeaceable (. which 
isnot at all to exclude Preaching)yet the Church may not make any 
thing neceſſary to Preaching it ſelf;that is of it ſelf unneceſlary,and 
not. anteccedently neceflary, at leaſt by accident; | 

S.And if our Religion beaid upon your particular Liturgy, wee 
ſhall.teach the m_ further to inſult, by asking us, where was 
our Religion two hundred years ago 2 The Common-Prayer-Book 
as differing from the Maſs-Book, being not ſo old, and' that which 
might then bee the matter of a change, is not ſo unchangcable it 
ſelf, but that thoſe Alterations may bee accepted for ends fo de- 
fireable as are now before us, 

9. And we moni craye'that wee may not in this bee more ri- 
gorouſly dcalt with, than the Paſtours and People of the Ancient 
Ehurches were : If we may not have the Liberty of the Primitive 
times, when for ought can few proved, no Liturgical Forms were 
impoſed upon any Church, yet at leaſt let us have the liberty of the 
following Ages, when under theſame Prince there were diverſity of 


Liturgies, and particular Paſtors, had the power of making and al- 
tering them for their particular Churches, 


10. Andif' you ſhould reje&t (which God forbid) the moderate 
propoſals which now and formerly wee®haye made, wee humbly 
crave leave to offer it to your conſideration, What Judgement all 
the Proteſtant Churches are likely to paſs on your proceedings, and 
how your cauſe and ours-will ſtand repreſented to them, and to all 
ſucceediag Ages, Though we earneſtly defire the tolleration of 
thoſe that are tollerable, and the peaceable Liberties of all that a- 
oree on the Carholick terms of Primitive Simplicity, in Doctrine, 
Worthip, and Diſcipline; yer have wee our ſelves ſo far drawn near 
you, as that the world will ſay, you reject thoſe that are for Epiſco- 
pacy. it ſelf, and ſet forms of Liturgy, and are not ſo much as 


charged by you at all, as diſagreeing in any point of Faith, if you 
{hall reject us, If aftcr our ſubmiffion to His Majeſties Declaration, 
and after our own Propoſals of the Primitive Epiſcopacy, and of _ 
luch a Liturgy as here we tender, we may not bee permitted to 
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Pens of thoſe learned, moderate Biſhops will bear witneſs againſt 
you, that were once imployed as the chief Defenders of that cauſe 
( we mean ſuchas Reverend Biſhop Hall, and Uſher ) who haye 


publiſhed to the world, that much leſs than this might have ſerved 


to our fraternal Unity, and Peace, If you would not grant this Li- 
berty, and Communion to others, with whom Chriſt will hold 
Communion in grace andiglory; yet it will appear more ſtrange to 
the-worſd, that you ſhould: caſt out the” Epiſcopal alſo, that dare 
not go beyond the Rule of Holy Scripture, and the Example of Pri- 
mitive Simplicity, 

And we doubt not but you know, how new and ſtrange a thing 
it is that you require in the point of Re-ordination : When a Ea. 
non amongſt thoſe called the-Apoſtles depoſeth' thoſe thatRe-ordain, 


and thatare re-ordained; And when it is a thing that both Papiſts & 


Proteſtants. condemn, when+ not onely the former Biſhops of Exg- 
land, that were more moderate” were againſt it, but even the moſt 
feryent adyerſarics of the Presbyterian way ; ſuch as Biſhop Baz. 
croft himſelf, . how ſtrange muſt it needs ſeem to the Reformed 
Churches,to the whole Chriſtian world, and to future Generations, 
that ſo.many able, faithful Miniſters. ſhould- be laid by as broken 
Veſlels, becauſe they dare not be re-ordained ? and that ſo many 
have bcen put upon ſo new and ſo generally diſ-rclithed.a thing? + 

11, And we crave leave to remember you, that the Holy Ghoſt 
hath commanded you to oyer-ſee the flock, not by conſtraint, but 


 * willingly, not as being Lords over Gods Heritage, but as -Enſamplcs 


tothe Flock : And that it is not onely more comfortable to your 
ſelves to be beloyed as the Fathers,than to be cfteemed the Aﬀicters 
of the Church, bur that it is needful to the ends of your Miniſtry 
for the people : When you are loved, your Doctrine will more 
eaſ1ly-be received : But when men think that their ſouls or liberties 
are endangered by you, its eake to judge how much they are like to 

profit by you. | 
12. And you know if we are not in point of Ceremonies or 
Forms.in eyery thing of your mind;zit is n2 more ſtrange to haye va- 
riety of intclleEtual Apprehenſions in the ſame Kingdome and 
Church,then variety of temperatures and degrees of age & ſtrength, 
If His Majeſty ſhould expel all thoſe from his Dominions, that are

with your Ceremonies, it woutd be'too great a diminution of his 
ſubjeQs, and if you ſhould turn all ſuch our of the Kingdom of 


Chriſt, it would beliker a diffipating, than a gathering, and a 


deſtroying, than an edifying of his Church:And you have not your 
power to deſtruction, bur to edification, 2 Cor, 10, 8, and 13:10. 
you muſt do all things for the peoples edifying, 2 Cor, 12,19. 
Evpheſ. 4.12. | 

13. And how Chrift will take it of you,to caſt out from the Mi- 
niltry or Communion of the Church, or to grieve and punith all 
tnoſe that dare not conform to you in theſe matters 3 for fear of 


diſpleaſing the. Law-giver of the Church, we beſeech you judge 


(when your ſouls are moſt ſeriouſly thinking of the day of your Ac- 


counts) by ſuch paſſages of Holy Scripture as may fully acquaint you 


with his mind, He is himſelf a merciful. High-prieſt, a gracious 
Sayiour, a tender Governour, He deſpiſeth not the day of ſmall

Undoubtedly if you conſider duly by ſuch 
paſſages, how Chriſt will take it,to have his ſeryants not onely not- 
viſited, not-relieved, but to be afflicted, not onely in body, but in 
ſoul, with that great affliction to be+ caſt out of the Miniſtry, or 
Church, for unavoidable diſſent in things. indifferent, you will ne- 
ver joyn with thoſe that ſhall tretch forth a hand againſt them for 
ſuch a cauſe as this. If yet the old pretence be made, that they ſuf- 
fer as Schiſmaticks, and diſobedient 3 we: muſt ſay again if any 
ſhall make men diſobedient by impoſing things unneceflary, which 
they know are by learned, pious, peaccable men, eſteemed fins a- 
eainſt the Lord, and then ſhall thus heavily afli&t them for the diſ- 
obedience which they may eafily cure by the forbearance of thoſe 
impoſitions ; let not our ſouls come into their ſecret, nor our ho- 
nour be united to their Affembly : If they ſhall ſmite or caſt out a 
ſuppoſed Schiſmatick, and Chriſt ſhall find an able, holy, peaccable 
Miniſter,or other Chriſtian, wounded,or mourning, out of doors, let 
us.not be found among the Actors, nor ſtand among them in the 
day of their accounts, when tribulation ſhall be recompenced to 
the Troublers of believers, 2 T heſ., 1.6, 

1.4. We beſeech you alſo to confider, that men have not their 
underſtandings at their own command ; much leſs can they be com- 
manded by others, if they were never ſo willing to believe all that 
is impoſed on them to be lawful, they cannot therefore believe it, 


becauſe they would, the intelle&t being not free, And to diflemble, 


and ſay, and ſwear, and do, the things which they believe not, is 


inch an aggrayated hypocriſie ( being inthe matters of God, and 
| joyned 
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joyned with perfidiouſncſs) as we may. ſuppoſe cannot render thera 


acceptable to any;that have not renounced Religion-and Humanity, 
much leſs ſhould they. be conſtrained to it. And: when it is known 
that mens judgements are againſt the things imp5ſed, and that pe- 
nalties are no means adapted to the informing and chariging of 


-the judgement ; but to force men to do. the things they know, we 


conceive they ſhould not be uſed, and ſo uſed in the cafe of things 
indifferent, where they are not ncceſfary to the common g90d, and 
where the ſufferers, have never had fafficient means to change their 
judgements, | | | 

If it be ſaid, that it is their own fault, that their judgements are 
not changed, and that the means haye been ſufficient, 

We anſwer, That it is their fault, is the point in queſtion, which 
the Sword can caftlier take for granted,than the Tongue or Pen can 
prove - But if it beſo, it is their fault,. as it isthat they arc the 
Sons of Adam, partakers of tne common corruption of humane na- 
ture ; andas it istheir fault that-they are not all of the higheſt form. 
in the Sch90ol of Chriſt, above the common ignorance and frailties - 
of bclieyers, and that they are not all the moſt judicions Divines of 
the moſt ſubtil wits,, and had not the ſame education and ſociet 
to adyance your opinions, & repreſent things to their underſtand=- 
ings, juſt as they are repreſented unto yours, And if men muſt be caſt 
out of the Church,or Miniftry,bccaufe they are nor wiſer than ſuch 
learned men, as the Paſtors of the moſt of the Reformed Churches, 
and as Hilderſham, Bayne,Parker , Ames, Dod, Ball, Nichols, and 
many ſuch others as have here taken this conformity -to be a fin, 
how few, alas, how very few will there be left / Fx 

And if it be ſaid,that men do willingly keep out the light, We muſt 
ſay, that few men are obſtinate againſt the opinions that tend to 
their eaſe and adyancement in the world,and to ſaye them from be- 
ing vilified as Schiſmaticks, and undone; and when men profeſs be- 
fore the Lord,that they do impartially ſtudy & pray for knowledge, 
and would gladly know the will of God at the deareſt rate; we muſt | 
again ſay, that thoſe men muſt prove that they know the difſentors 
hearts, better than they are known to themſelyes, that expetto be 
believed by charitable Chriſtians, when they charge them with-wit- 
ful ignorance, or obſtinaterchifting of the truth, | 

5. And we craye leaye to ask whether you' do not your ſelyes in 
lome things miſtake, or may not do ſo for ought you know ? and 
whether your underſtandings are not All imperke&,8e all men differ

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not n ſome opinions or other-?' And if you may miſtake in any 
thing, may it not be in as great things astheſe? can it be expected, 
that we ſhould all be paſt erring about- the ſmalleſt Ceremonies 
and Circumſtances of worſhip ? And then ſhould not the conſciouſ- 
neſs of your own infirmity, provoke you rather to compaſſionate 
humane frailty, than to caſt out your Brethren, for as ſmall failings 
as your own ? Jo | 
16, And we further offer to your conſideration,whether-this be 
doing as you would be done by, would you be caſt , out for every 


fault that is as bad as this ? and doth this ſhew that you love your ' 


neighbours as your ſelyes ?.Put your ſelves in their. caſe,and ſuppoſe 
that you had {tudied, confebred and prayed, and done your belt to 
know whether God would have you to be Re-ordained, to uſe theſe 
Forms or Ceremonies, or Subſcriptions, or not ? and having done 
all, *you think that God would be diſpleaſed if you ſhould uſe 
them, would you then be uſed your ſelves, as your diflenting Bre- 
thren are now uſed, or like to be ; love them as your ſelyes, and 
we will crave no further favour for them, | 

17, But nothing more affe&eth us, than to think of the Lamen- 
table divifions, that have been cauſed and are ſtill like to be, 
whileſt things unneceffary are ſo impoſed : And on the contrary, 
how blefſed an unity and peace we 1iizht injoy if theſe occaſtons 
of diviſion were remaved, and we might but have leave to ſerye 
. God as his Apoſtles did, As in Doctrinals, ten thouſand will ſoon 
er agree in an Explicite belief of the Creed, than an hundred in an 
Explicite belief of all that Ock an or Fcorms have determined ; So 
in the matters of Goyernmcart and worſhip; Tr is eaſier to agree up- 
_ on few things, than upon many, upon great and certain and neceſ- 
ary things, than upon ſinall uncertain'and unnecef{ary things, and 
upon things that God himſelf hath reyealed or appointed, than up- 
on things that proceed from no ſurer an Original, than the wit or 
will of man, The ſtri& prohibition of adding to or diminiſhing from 
the things commanded by the Law-giver of the Church, Dext.12. 
32.doth put ſuch a fear in the. minds of multitudes of the loyal tub- 
jeQs of Chritt, leſt by ſuch additions or din:inutions in the matters 
of his worſhip, they ſhould proyoke him to diſpleaſure, as will be 
a certain perpetual hindrance to any common unity or Concord, in 
ſuch humane impoſitions, of which many of -the ſeryants of the 
jealous God will havea continual jealouſie. 


With grieyed hearts we now renew the lamentable diviſions; 
| occaſioned 
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occalioned already by theſe Impoſitions, eyer fince the Reformati- 
on in the daies of King Edward 6th.and the grievous fruits of thoſe 
Diviſions ! How they deſtroyed Charity ( the charaQter of Chriſts 


Diſciples) and exaſperated mens minds againſt each other : How 


they corrupted mens prayers and other exerciſes of deyotions, and 


made them pray and preach againſt one another: How their tongues | 
were emboldned to the cenfuring. of each other, . one party calling | 


the other, FaCtious, Schiſmatica), Stmgular, .and Diſobedient ;. and 
the other calling them Antichriſtian, Proud, 'Tirannical, Super- 
Ritious, Perſecutors and Formaliſts : And ſuch language ſtill in- 
creaſing the.uncharitablenefs and diyifions ; till the increaſe of 
impoſing rigour on the one.ſide, and of impatienceunder Sufferings 
on the other fade, was too.great.a preparation to thoſe greater cala- 
mities which are yet bitter to the remembrance of all whoſe inter- 
eſts or paſſons.haye not Conquered their humanity, And the cont1- 
nuance of ſo much, of the cauſes and effects,. doth infallibly prove, 
that if the ſame impoſitions .be ſettled upon us, . the ſame Heart-d1- 
viſtons will be {till continued : Brethren will diſdain the name and* 
loye of Brethren to cach other ; . which yet Chriſt himſelf by con- 
diſcending and reproving loye, vouchſafeth to them all. Inſtead of 
loving one another with a pure heart, fervently, there will be, if not 
hating, yet grudging at one another, . cenſuring and deſpiſing one 
another ; Which effects will till increaſe their cauſe, and make one 
fide think, that they- are neceſſitated to be more rigorous in their 
Coercions, and the other think that they are allowed to be more 
cenſorious againſt thoſe by whom they ſuffer. . 

And how many thouſands on both ſides by ſuch a ſtream of 
temptations, will undoubtedly be carried on in a courſe of Sin 


from day to day, and by heart fin, and tongue fin, by Pulpit fins, 


or {ins in other parts of Worſhip, will diſhonour God and provoke 
him to indignation againſt them and the Land, we. may not with- 
out aſtoniſhment and grief of heart foreſee or foretell, 


And its eafie to foreſce how the innocent will be numbred with. 
the faulty, and thoſe that do but feel their ſufferings, and the ſuf- 


ferings of the. Church on theſe occafions, and do but groan and 
feh. to God , and. pray for ſuccour and deliyerance , will be 


thought to be guilty of diſcontent and faRion, ahd bringing the. 
Government of the Church,and conſequently of the Kingdome into - 


hatred ordiflike, and ſo their ſufferings will be increaſed : And he 
that is commanded by the Laws of. humanity to be compatſionately 
| | ſeniible 


is 
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fenſible of the Calamittes of others, ſhall be thought an offender 


- for being ſenſible of his own. Ir is eafic to foreſee, how thoſe cx- 


<P in mens Sermons,or Prayers,or familiar Conference,which 
eem to any miſunderſtanding, or ſufpictous, or malicious hearers, 


to Intimate any ſenfe of ſufferings, will be carried to the ears of Ru- 


ters, and repreſented as a crime ? And nature having planted in all 
men an unwillingneſs to ſuffer, and denied to all-men a love of ca- 
lamity, and neceſſitated men to feel when they are hurt, and made 
the tonvue and countenance the Index of our ſenſe 3 theſe Effects 
will be unayoidable, while ſuch Impoſitions are continued , and 
while a fear of finning will not' ſuffer men to Twallow and digeſt 
them; and what wrong ſuch divifions about Religion will be to the 
Kingdome, and to his Majeſty, we ſhall not mention, becauſe our 
Governours themſelyes may better underſtand it. 

On the other fide, what univerſal cafe, and peace, and joy 
would be the fruits of that happy unity and concord, which the rea- 


ſonable forbearances which we humbly petition for, would certain- 


1y produce ; how comfortable would out Miniſterial labours be, 


when we had no ſuch temptations, burdens, or diſquietments ? 
When we lay not under the Reproofs of Conſcience, nor the fufpi- 
cions, or diſpleaſure of our Supertours, but might ſerve the Lord 


without diſtra&tion, and be among his ſervants without-ſuch fears, 


Phil. 1,14. 1 Cor. 16.10.) How much would the hands of the 
uilders be trengrhened for the work of God, when they ſpeak 
the ſame things, and there are no diyiſions among them, but they 
are perfe&tly joyned together in the ſame minde and judgement, 
x Cor.1.10. when they are like-minded, having the ſame love, be- 
ing of one accord,of one mind,doing nothing through ftrife or vain 
gloryy'which will never be while the one callgthe other factious and 
{chiſmatical, and the other calleth him ſuperſtitious and tyrannical; 
but when Chriſt hath taught us in lowlinefs of mind to eſteem 0- 
thers better chan our ſelyes, and not to look every man on his own 


things ( his own gifts, and virtues,and worth, and intercſt)but eve- 


ry man alſo on the things of others ; and.cill the fame mind be in. . 
us, that was in Chriſt Jeſus, that humbled himfelf, and took upon. 


him the form.of a ſeryant,& made himſelf of no Reputation, Phzl. 
I1.2,to 9, How much ſhould we honour the Body, the Spirit, the 


Hope, the Lord, the Faith, the Bapriſn,, the God and Father of all 


Believers, which areone, if we were one among our ſelyes, which 
will neyer be, till with lowlineſs, and meckneſs,and long-ſuffering, 
| We 
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"we forbear one another in love, inſtead of hating,reviling and'pet- 


ſecuring one another ; and till we endcayout to keep the unity of 
the wk though given in yarious degrecs ) rather then an unity 
in unneceflary things) in the bond of peace, Epheſ:4. 2, 3, 45,6, 
7. and till the well-jointed and compacted body do edifie it ſelf in 
loye, by a dae contribution of mutual ſupply , and grow in' Chrift 
the proper head,inſtead of contending with it ſelf , and diſ-jointing 
and tearing it ſelf into pieces, becauſe. of our different meaſure of 
underſtanding, and our unayoidable differences about . ſore ſmall 
unneceflary things, verſe. 13,14, 15, 16, How beautifull would our 
holyAſembliesbe.and how delightfull the worſhip of Gol there ce- 
lebrated, if we had all laid by the unchriſtian ſpirit of hatred , en- 
vy, emulation, murmuring , wrath , variance, ſtrife , herefics, ſedi- 
tions, and all uncharitablenefle,and with one minde,and one mouth 
did glorifie God (Gal, 5. 19, 20, 21. Rem. 15. 16.) Which will 
neyer be done;till thoſe that are ſtrong do bear the infirmities of the 
weak, and pleaſe not themſelyes, but every one of us pleaſe his 
neighbour, for his good to Gcmice tient of vilifying him, or 
undoing him; and till inſtead of caſting cach others out of the 
Church or Miniſtry , onthe account of things indifferent , we re- 
ceived one another, as Chriſt received us to the glory of God, Roy. 
I$.1, 2, 6, 7.and till we are thus like-minded one towards ano- 
ther; according to Chriſt Jeſus, verſ. 5. inſtead of being ſelfiſhly 
minded as men, or maliciouſly as enemies ( 1 Cor. 3.3. 1 Cor. 14. 
20, Col. 3.8. Titus 3. 3.) If the very Babes were fed with the fin- 
cere Milk of the Word,and all malice , and guile , and hypocrifie, 
1nd envies,and evil-ſpeaking were laid afide,it would prove the beſt 


way to their growth,and a ſurer way to your preſent and eternal 


peace,then caſting them out becauſe they cannot bear your burdens, 
or digeſt ſome unneceſlary things, 1Pet.2.,1,2,3. How good and 
how happy a thing would it be for Brethren to dwell together in 
unity? (Pſal.133.1. ) And as thoſe that by one ſpirit are baptized 
into one hody,and know they haye need of one another, to contri- 
bute honour to the parts that lack it ; yea to beſtow more abundant 
honour upon thoſe members which we think to be leſs honouralle, 
and more abundant comlineſs , on the uncomely parts, as knowing 
thoſemembers are neceſſary that ſeem to be more-feeble. Tf indeed 
we would haye no Schiſm in the body, the natural way is , for the 
members' to have the ſame care one for another , - as ſuffering all 
with one that ſuffereth,and rejoicing all with one that's honoured,

his recovery, and endeayour 'his confirmation and preſervation 
for the time to come : And it is his duty accordingly to admit 
him to Communion, and theirs to have loving Communion with 
him: A!} which the penicent' perſon , muſt beleevingly , loving- 
ly, and joyfully receive.
